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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' communication paper # 10 dated 1 1/27/00 is acknowledged. 

Applicants have canceled claims 1-4, 6-8, 5, and added new claims 10-14 without 
involving new matter. Therefore claims under consideration are claims 9-14. 

Applicants have rewritten the claims in clean form with proviso that "when L3 is alkoxy, 
L2 & L4 are not Hydrogen" to exclude the Pfrengle 6 783 compounds from the claims. 
Additionally, there is no teaching or citing of nitro groups for LI thru L5 in cited references 6 
783; '534. There is no teaching or suggestion of the combination of the fluorinated ethyl or 
isopropyl groups with the specific substituents on the phenyl ring. 

Therefore, the compound of claim 9, namely, 5-chloro-6-(4-nitrophenyl)-7-(2,2,2- 
trifluoroethylamino-)-(l,2 5 4)triazolo(l,5-a)-pyrimidine is a unique one and patentably distinct.
